Interesting FBI documents on Clay Shaw. Looks like the FBI deliberately 
threw him to the wolves - could it simply be because they didn't like homosexuals? 

It could be more than that, of course. 

The FBI documents of 2/28/67, in which the Xkx third man in New Orleans 
is presented as the only unpursued lead (!!), is particularly interesting 
to me because the HSC also focused on him, in a long footnote on p. 98 of the 
report. I would suppose their 1978 interest is totally independent of the 
FBI's 1967 interest!? 

I wonder if the 1964 x&pxX report on Shaw happens to mention Ferrie as one 
of his N.O. associates? 

X take it these FBI documents — Shaw, the fchxxd third man — are unrestricted? 

Could you repeat your new affxHsx address? I ra wrote down both 7626 ad and 7627. 

I appreciate the info about wood fireplaces. Fortunately, our climate is 
so good that our heating bills are trivial, by East Coast standards. 

As I may have pax mentioned, pursuing the a Army Intelligence documents 
in FBI (and SS?) files may be very important. I suggest you read the relevant 
sections of the HSC report - pp. 221-4 and 183-4 - read them in that order, 
ihe HSCxK doesn t seem to have thought of looking for copies of the destroyed 
Army files. 

I referred earlier to Bxadiazx Ben Bradlee's killing of the 3/3/67 Anderson 
piece on the CIA plots and the JFK case. I am told ika that he personally 
asked Anderson for more backup, and then killed the piece.
